I   have  called  this  volume  Section  I. a  because  in  chrono-

'printed.     During  the   Civil   Wars  registers   were  badly  kept, 
Nand  connecting  links  are  often  missing.     I  have  been  persuaded 
"to  print  the  Temple  Article,  though  the  information  is  not  yet 
complete,  in  the  hopes  that  some  of  the  debatable  points  may 
find  a  solution  when  the  difficulties  are  more  widely  known.

GENERAL  SURVEY  OF  THE 
TEMPLE  FAMILY. 


THE  Temple  Family  claimed  descent  from  the  Earls  of 
Mercia,  whose  arms  they  incorporated  with  their  own. 
The  origin  of  the  family,  which  takes  its  name  from  residence 
in  one  of  the  houses  of  Knights  Templars,  is  recorded  upon 
substantial  evidence,  but  the  genealogical  descent  is  obscure, 
as  the  Temples  did  not  rise  above  the  rank  of  small  gentry  till 
the  latter  part  of  the  15th  century. 

Temple  Hall,  co.  Leicester,  is  5  miles  from  Atherstone, 
in  the  hamlet  of  Whellesborough,  Parish  of  Sibbesden,  but 
extra  parochial,  according  to  the  usual  privileges  of  the 
Temples.  This  Manor  was  early  granted  to  the  Temples. 
An  inquisition  taken  in  1279  shows  that  Temple  Hall  was  then 
held  by  a  certain  Henry  de  Temple.  It  remained  the  property 
of  the  family  till  1660,  when  it  was  lost  by  Peter  the 
Regicide. 

The  Chart  gives  two  versions  of  the  descent,  placed  side 
by  side  for  the  sake  of  comparison.  One  version  was  taken 
from  J.  Clemesha's  MSS.,  the  other  from  the  Diploma 
granted  to  John  Temple,  son  of  Sir  William  Temple  the 
Ambassador,  an  official  certificate  issued  by  the  College  of 
Arms  to  ensure  him  a  proper  reception  at  Foreign  Courts. 
There  is  said  to  be  another  version. 


Both  lines  of  descent  converge  about  1121,  when  Temple 
Hall  was  in  the  possession  of  Robert  de  Temple,  who  married 
Mary,  daughter  of  Sir  Wm.  Kingscote,  as  his  second  wife. 
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This  Robert  left  four  sons,  the  eldest  of  whom,  Nicholas, 
died  without  issue.  His  brother  Robert  succeeded  to  Temple 
Hall,  but  none  of  his  descendants  attained  to  great  distinction, 
unless  one  makes  an  exception  of  Peter  Temple,  who  obtained 
notoriety  by  signing  the  death  warrant  of  Charles  I.,  in  com- 
pany with  his  distant  kinsman  Colonel  James  Temple,  son  of 
Sir  Alexander  of  Etchingham.  The  Leicestershire  branch 
appears  to  have  fallen  on  evil  days,  and  Peter  would  seem  to 
have  begun  life  as  an  apprentice  to  a  linen  draper  in  London. 
The  services  Peter  and  James  Temple  rendered  to  the  Parlia- 
mentary cause  were  rewarded  by  the  Rump  in  1659,  when  the 
cousins  were  assigned  official  lodgings  at  Whitehall,  quarters 
which  they  exchanged  a  year  later  for  a  more  permanent  abode 
in  the  Tower,  where  Peter  remained  till  his  death  in  1663. 
The  imprisonment  of  James  lasted  longer.  In  1668-  he  was  in 
confinement  in  Jersey,  but  here  all  trace  of  him  ends. 

About  Henry  Temple,  third  son  of  Robert,  there  is 
nothing  to  record. 

Thomas  Temple,  the  second  son,  was  founder  of  the 
Witney  Line,  Oxfordshire,  of  which  nothing  is  heard  after 
1635,  and  which  does  not  appear  to  have  produced  any  cele- 
brated citizens.  This  line  branched  off  three  generations  later, 
when  Robert,  son  of  Thomas  Temple  and  Alice  Heritage, 
represented  the  elder  branch,  and  Peter  Temple  of  Burton 
Derset,  his  brother,  founded  the  Line  of  Stowe. 

Peter  Temple,  who  died  in  1577,  had  two  sons  by  his  wife 
Millicent  Jeykell,  John  and  Anthony,  ancestors  respectively  o 
the  two  main  branches  of  the  Temple  family  represented  by 
the  noble  houses  of  Buckingham  and  Palmerston. 


John  Temple  continued  the  Line  of  Stowe.  He  had  five 
sons.  The  first,  Thomas,  was  his  heir  and  the  first  Baronet, 
created  1611,  being  one  of  the  first  to  receive  that  honour. 
He  married  Hester,  or  Esther,  daughter  of  Miles  Sandys. 
She  had  13  children — four  sons  and  nine  daughters,  and  is 
mentioned  in  Fuller's  "  Book  of  Worthies"  as  having  lived  to 
see  700  of  her  own  descendants. 

John  and  Alexander  founded  respectively  the  two  short- 
lived Lines  of  Frankton  and  Long  House.  Alexander  was 
the  father  of  James  the  Regicide.  Nothing  is  known  of  the 
two  other  sons. 

Of  Sir  Thomas  Temple's  four  sons,  Peter  was  his  heir  ; 
Sir  John  Temple  of  Biddlesden  and  Stantonbarry,  Knight, 
founded  the  Line  of  Stantonbarry,  extinct  1786 ;  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Thomas  Temple  founded  the  Line  of  New  England  and  was 
ancestor  of  the  present  holder  of  the  title  ;  and  Miles  Temple 
founded  the  Line  of  Dover. 

The  Line  of  Stowe  became  extinct  in  1749  with  the  death 
of  Sir  Richard  Temple,  the  4th  Baronet.  His  father,  Sir 
Richard,  the  3rd  Baronet,  demands  passing  notice,  both  as  a 
contemporary  of  Sir  Wm.  Temple  the  Ambassador,  and  on 
account  of  his  zealous  advocacy  of  the  Exclusion  Bill,  which 
earned  for  him  the  nickname  of  "  the  Stowe  Monster  "  amongst 
James'  adherents. 

His  eldest  son  and  successor,  Sir  Richard,  the  4th  Baronet 
(1669-1749)  was  created  Viscount  Cobham  by  George  I.  He 
was  a  soldier  of  merit,  who  served  under  Marlborough  in  the 
Flemish  campaigns,  especially  distinguishing  himself  at  Lille 
in  1708.     He  was  equally  well  known  in  literary  and  political 
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circles  as  the  friend  of  Pope  and  the  opponent  of  Walpole,  at 
whose  instance  he  was  subsequently  deprived  of  his  military 
offices. 

He  rebuilt  Stowe  and  laid  out  the  famous  gardens  ;  he 
joined  the  faction  known  as  "  Boy  Patriots,"  and  was  a  member 
of  the  Kit-Cat  Club. 

On  his  death  the  baronetcy  passed  to  a  younger  branch, 
the  Grenvilles,  on  whose  extinction  in  1786  it  was  assumed  by 
an  American  gentleman  of  the  New  England  Line,  whose 
descendants  still  retain  it. 

From  the  two  younger  branches,  which  in  succession  held 
the  title,  were  descended  respectively,  through  the  female  line, 
two  of  the  ablest  public  servants  of  the  Victorian  Era,  the 
Right  Hon.  Sir  Richard  Temple,  the  well-known  Indian 
Statesman  and  administrator,  and  the  Marquess  of  Dufferin 
and  Ava.  The  former  entered  the  Bengal  Service  in  1846 
and  rose  to  be  Governor  of  Bombay  in  1877,  a  position  he 
held  till  1880.  He  was  created  a  baronet  in  August,  1876, 
and  a  Privy  Councillor  in  1896. 

By  his  first  wife,  Charlotte  F.  Martindale,  he  had  two 
sons,  Richard  Carnac  and  Hy.  Martindale,  and  one  daughter  ; 
and  by  his  second  wife,  Mary  Augusta,  daughter  of  Charles 
Robt.  Lindsay,  of  the  Bengal  Service,  he  had  two  more  sons, 
Chas.  Lindsay  and  Geo.  Hy.  Gordon. 

Sir  Frederick  Temple-Hamilton-Blackwood-Temple  was 
raised  to  the  Marquessate  of  Dufferin  and  Ava  in  1888  after  a 
long  and  distinguished  career  in  Ireland,  Scotland,  India, 
Russia,  France,  Italy,  America,  &c,  &c,  as  Ambassador  and 
in  other  responsible  capacities.     He  died  in  1902. 


At  Lord  Cobham's  death,  by  virtue  of  a  special  remainder, 
the  Viscountcy  together  with  the  estate  at  Stowe  passed  to  his 
sister,  Hester  Grenville,  created  the  same  year  Countess 
Temple.  From  this  lady,  widow  of  Mr.  Rich.  Grenville,  of 
Wotton,  Bucks.,  sprang  that  famous  "  Cousinhood  "  known  in 
the  first  generation  as  the  "  Boy  Patriots,"  which  was  to 
dominate  English  politics  throughout  the  reigns  of  the  2nd  and 
3rd  Georges,  and  whose  sum  of  Cabinet  honours  has  been 
calculated  so  exactly  by  Lord  Macaulay.  The  male  descend- 
ants of  Countess  Temple  became  extinct  in  1889. 

The  Grenville  family  had  long  been  settled  at  Wotton, 
Bucks.  Sir  Rich.  Grenville,  naval  commander  in  Queen 
Elizabeth's  reign,  was  the  hero  of  Tennyson's  poem  and  a 
cousin  of  Sir  Walter  Raleigh.  The  Grenvilles  and  Temples 
seem  to  have  had  great  affinity,  for  there  had  been  two  con- 
nections previous  to  that  of  Hester  Temple  and  Mr.  Rich. 
Grenville  in  1710. 

In  1661  Eleanor  Temple,  daughter  of  Sir  Thos.  Tyrell 
and  widow  of  Sir  Peter  Temple  of  Stantonbarry,  married  a 
Richard  Grenville,  and  in  1666  her  daughter  Eleanor  Temple 
married  a  third  Richard  Grenville,  son  of  Richard  Grenville 
and  Ann  Borlase.  These  last  two  were  the  parents  of  the 
Richard  Grenville  who  married  Hester  Temple,  daughter 
of  Sir  Richard  Temple  of  Stowe  and  Mary  Knapp. 

Richard  and  Hester  Grenville  had  four  or  five  sons  and 
one  daughter,  Hester,  who  married  Nov.  6th,  1754,  William 
Pitt  the  elder. 

Of  the  sons,  Richard  Earl  Temple  was  the  politician  to 
whom  the  authorship  of  the  Junius's  Letters   was  ascribed. 
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He  patronised  Wilkes  and  was  strongly  opposed  to  conciliating 
the  Americans.  He  was  known  as  "  Squire  Gawkey,"  and 
died  from  the  results  of  an  accident.  He  twice  refused  the 
Treasury.  His  brother,  George  Grenville  (1712—1770  ?) 
married  Elizabeth  Wyndham,  and  is  celebrated  as  the  Chan- 
cellor of  the  Exchequer  under  whose  system  of  taxation 
America  was  lost  to  us. 

He  had  three  or  four  sons,  the  second  of  whom,  George 
Nugent-Temple-Grenville,  was  born  1753  and  died  1813.  He 
was  created  Marquess  of  Buckingham  in  1781  and  married  a 
daughter  of  Earl  Nugent.  He  was  a  Privy  Councillor,  and 
Lord  Lieutenant  of  Ireland.  His  younger  brother,  William 
Wyndham  Grenville,  was  also  a  Statesman  and  Privy 
Councillor. 

George  Nugent-Temple-Grenville  had  two  sons,  Richard 
and  George  Nugent,  M.P.  and  author.  Richard  married  Anne 
Brydges,  daughter  and  heiress  of  the  late  Duke  of  Chandos, 
and  was  created  Duke  of  Buckingham  and  Chandos  in  1822. 
The  title  became  extinct  by  the  death  of  his  grandson  in  1889 
without  male  issue. 

Before  returning  to  the  Temples,  the  family  of  Pitt 
deserves  mention. 

The  Pitts  were  descended  from  John  Pitt,  a  Clerk  of  the 
Exchequer  in  the  reign  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  whose  eldest  son, 
Sir  Richard  (also  an  officer  of  the  Exchequer),  was  ancestor 
of  Lord  Rivers.  Thomas,  the  second  son,  lived  at  Blandford 
in  Dorsetshire,  and  was  father  of  the  Rev.  John  Pitt  of  Bland- 
ford,  1641,  who  died  1672,  and  whose  second  son  Thomas,  born 
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1653,  was  appointed  by  Queen  Anne  Governor  of  Fort  St. 
George  in  the  East  Indies.  He  purchased  a  famous  diamond, 
which  he  sold  to  the  King  of  France  for  £135,000.  His  second 
son  Thomas  was  Earl  of  Londonderry,  and  his  eldest,  Robert, 
was  seated  at  Boconnoc  in  Cornwall  and  died  1727,  leaving  a 
son  Thomas,  who  married  Christian  Lyttleton,  daughter  of  Sir 
Thos.  Lyttleton  and  his  wife  Christian,  daughter  of  Sir  Richard 
Temple,  3rd  Baronet,  and  grand-daughter  of  Sir  Chas.  Lyttleton 
and  Anne  Temple  of  the  Line  of  Frankton.  This  Thos.  Pitt 
was  the  father  of  Lord  Camelford. 

William,  the  second  son,  was  the  illustrious  Statesman. 
Of  the  daughters,  Harriet  Pitt  married  Lord  Corbett  and  Anne 
was  Maid  of  Honour  to  Queen  Caroline. 

To  return  once  more  to  the  Temple  family. 

The  splendid  fortunes  of  the  elder  branch  of  the  main 
Temple  family,  continued  it  is  true  by  female  succession,  have 
somewhat  tended  to  overshadow  those  of  the  younger  branch, 
from  which  Sir  William  Temple  derived  his  origin.  It  was 
Sir  Thos.  Temple's  line  which  enriched  our  annals  in  the  18th 
century  with  the  names  of  Pitt  and  Grenville,  but  it  was  the 
younger  branch  which  in  the  17th  and  19th  centuries  dis- 
played the  virility  of  the  original  stock,  in  the  persons  respect- 
ively of  Sir  William  Temple  and  of  the  last  Viscount 
Palmerston. 

Anthony  Temple,  second  son  of  Sir  Peter  Temple  of 
Stowe,  founded  the  Line  of  Coughton.  He  married  Jane, 
daughter  of  (Roger)  Bargrave,  by  whom  he  had  two  sons, 
Peter  and  William,  and  three  daughters.  Of  Peter,  the  eldest 
son,  all  trace  is  lost.     William,  the  second  son,  became  4th 
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Provost  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin.  Of  him  more  will 
be  said  in  the  detailed  account  of  our  direct  ancestry.  He 
married  Martha  Harrison,  daughter  of  Robert  Harrison,  of 
co.  Derby. 

Sir  William  Temple,  grandfather  of  the  famous  Ambassa- 
dor, had  two  sons,  John  and  Thomas,  and  three  daughters.  Of 
Thomas  Temple  more  will  be  said  later. 

John  Temple,  the  eldest  son,  had  a  distinguished  career. 
He  entered  the  personal  service  of  Charles  I.  and  was  knighted 
in  1640,  and  was  appointed  Master  of  the  Rolls  in  Ireland. 
He  played  a  conspicuous  part  in  the  events  following  upon  the 
outbreak  of  the  Irish  Rebellion.  He  was  returned  to  Parlia- 
ment, but  excluded  and  deprived  of  his  honours  in  1648  for 
favouring  a  compromise  with  the  King.  He  obtained  a  great 
reputation  by  his  "  History  of  the  Irish  Rebellion,"  in  which 
he  expressed  his  views  so  forcibly  that  he  was  restored  to  his 
old  position  as  Master  of  the  Rolls.  He  received  grants  of 
land  and  was  made  a  Privy  Councillor  in  the  Restoration. 
He  married  Mary,  daughter  of  Robert  Hammond,  by  whom 
he  had  three  sons  and  a  daughter  Martha,  who  married  Sir 
Thos.  Gifford.  After  a  few  brief  weeks  of  married  life  she 
.  entered  her  eldest  brother's  household  as  a  permanent  member. 
She  was  a  writer  of  some  merit.  Of  the  three  sons,  Henry  the 
younger  married  Mary  Temple,  the  widow  of  his  cousin 
Alexander  and  d.s.p. 

Of  the  two  other  sons  Sir  William  Temple,  the  noted 
Ambassador  and  Statesman,  is  too  well  known  to  require 
further  mention.  The  pages  of  Macaulay  form  a  fitting  and 
colossal    memorial    to    this    distinguished    man,    whose    male 
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descendants  expired  with  the  tragic  death  of  his  only  son  John 
in  1689,  ten  years  before  his  father  died.  Sir  William  would 
like  to  have  bought  the  old  family  residence  of  Temple  Hall 
in  1667,  but  his  father  cautioned  him  against  so  doing,  "  for 
first  it  is  so  ancient  that  it  has  quite  lost  the  name,  as  well  as 
the  house,  which  is  so  ruinous  as  a  great  sum  of  money  will 
not  repair  ;  and  it  is  only  now  known  by  another  denomination, 
which  I  have  forgot.  Then  the  gentleman  that  bought  it  not 
long  since  and  paid  20  years'  purchase  for  it,  I  believe  will  not 
part  with  it." 

Sir  John  Temple,  younger  brother  of  Sir  William,  followed 
in  the  steps  of  his  father,  and  became  Solicitor  General  of 
Ireland,  was  knighted  in  1661,  and  became  the  Speaker  of  the 
Irish  House  of  Commons,  and  Attorney  General.  He  married 
Jane,  daughter  of  Sir  Abraham  Yarner,  and  had  seven 
daughters  and  three  sons,  of  whom  one  died  young.  John 
Temple  of  Moor  Park  married  his  cousin  Elizabeth,  grand- 
daughter of  Sir  Wm.  Temple,  and  died  without  issue.  The 
eldest,  Henry  Temple,  became  the  first  Viscount  Palmerston. 
He  married  Anne  Houblon,  and  secondly  Isabella,  daughter  of 
Sir  Francis  Gerard,  widow  of  Sir  John  Fryer,  Lord  Mayor  of 
London  in  1738. 

He  was  created  Baron  Temple  of  Mount  Temple,  co. 
Sligo,  and  Viscount  Palmerston  of  Palmerston  in  1722.  His 
eldest  son  Henry  died  before  his  father  in  1740,  leaving  a  son 
Henry,  who  succeeded  his  grandfather  as  second  Viscount 
Palmerston  in  1757.  The  latter  married  Frances  Poole,  who 
d.s.p.  He  then  married  Miss  Mary  Mee,  who  is  said  to  have 
been  the  daughter  of  a  Dublin  tradesman,  into  whose  house 
Lord  Palmerston  was  carried  after  a  fall  from  his  horse.     Her 
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brother  was  a  director  of  the  Bank  of  England.  From  this 
union  sprang  Henry  John  Temple,  3rd  Viscount  Palmerston, 
the  famous  Prime  Minister  of  Victoria's  reign.  He  married 
Emily  Mary  Lamb,  daughter  of  Viscount  Melbourne,  widow 
of  Earl  Cowper,  and  died  without  issue  in  1865.  His  career 
is  too  recent  to  need  detailing  here.

"  The  ancient  family  of  Temple  is  descended  from  Leofric 
or  Luric  Earl  of  Chester  in  the  time  of  King  Ethelbald 
A.D.  716.

This  Leofric  was  chiefly  instrumental  in  raising  that 
prince  to  the  throne,  as  he  was  in  elevating  his  successor 
Harold  Harefoot.  Algar  succeeded  him  in  the  Earldom  of 
Mercia  1059,  leaving  a  son 

Edurpi,  a  valiant  nobleman,  who,  disliking  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Normans,  was  deprived  of  his  Earldom  by  William 
the  Conqueror,  and  being  afterwards  betrayed  by  three  of  his 
principal  officers  and  confidants,  he  lost  his  life  in  defending 
himself  with  only  twenty  horsemen  against  a  superior  force  in 
1071.     He  left  a  son 

Edwin,  who  assumed  the  surname  of  Temple  from  the 
Manor  of  Temple  in  the  Hundred  of  Spurkenhoe  in  Welles- 
borough  in  Leicestershire,  which  was  given  by  the  old  Earl  of 
Leicester  to  the  Knights  Templars,  who  usually  gave  the  name 
of  Temple  to  their  lands." 
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From  "  Hollinshed's  Chronicle"  (Vol.  I.,  p.  750)  we  get 
the  following  account  of  Leofric  the  Earl  of  Mercia,  whose 
wife  was  the  Lady  Godiva  of  the  well-known  legend. 

"  In  the  17th  year  of  King  Edward's  reign,  A.D.  1059,  died 
Leofric  the  noble  Earl  of  Chester  and  Mercia,  that  was  son  to 
Earl  Leofwine  :  he  died  in  his  own  town  of  Bromelee  on  the 
last  day  of  August  and  was  buried  at  Coventry  in  the  abbey 
which  he  had  builded. 

This  Leofric  was  a  man  of  great  honour,  wise  and  discreet 
in  all  his  doings.  His  high  wisdom  stood  the  realm  in  great 
stead  whilst  he  lived.  He  had  a  noble  lady  to  his  wife,  named 
Gudwina,  at  whose  earnest  suit  he  made  the  city  of  Coventry 
free  of  all  toll.  Moreover  partly  by  his  own  devotion  and 
partly  by  the  persuasion  of  his  wife,  he  builded  or  beneficially 
augmented  and  repaired  many  Abbeys  and  Churches,  as  the 
said  Abbey  or  Priory  of  Coventry,  the  Abbeys  of  Wenlock, 
Worcester,  Stone,  Euesam,  and  Leof  beside  Hereford. 

Also  he  builded  two  cities  within  the  City  of  Chester,  also 
St.  John's  and  St.  Wesburgh.  The  value  of  Jewells  and  orna- 
ments he  bestowed  on  the  Abbey  Church  of  Coventry  is  in- 
estimable."

Datum 
Londoni  tricesimo  primo  die  Julii  ao.  regni  prepotenitissimi  et 
excellentissimi  monarchae  Domini  nostri  Carol.  2d.  Dei  gratia 
Angliae,  Scotiae,  Franciae,  et  Hiberniae  Regis,  Fidei  Defen- 
soris  etc.  36°.     Annoque  Salutis  1684. 

At  the  foot  of  the  document  two  shields  of  arms  are  drawn. 
One  is  quarterly  :  1  and  4,  "  Sable,  a  chevron  ermine  between 
three  martlets  argent,"  differenced  by  a  crescent,  for  Temple  ; 
2  and  3,  "  Argent,  three  boars'  heads  erased  sable  for  Everton 
and  an  inescocheon  of  Ulster,  with  the  inscription:  Insigni 
Domini  Gulielmi  Templi  Baronetti  quarteriatim  cum  scuto 
familiae  Everton,  ex  cujus  haerede  Isabella  genus  suum  duxit." 

This  is  the  only  instance  of  the  adoption  of  the  quartering 
of  Everton  :  for  which  the  Heralds  went  so  far  back  as  the 
marriage  of  William  Temple  of  Witney,  which  took  place  in 
the  fifteenth  century. 

The  second  shield  contains  the  same  quartered  arms,  with 
a  crescent  in  centre  point,  and  in  chief  a  label  of  three  points, 
with  this  inscription  :  Insignia  Johannis  Temple  armigeri  filii 
et  haeredis  Domini  Gulielmi  Temple  Baronetti,  prout  opportet 
eum  gestare  durante  vita  patris  secundum  leges  armorum  apud 
Anglos,  scil.  Lemnisco  triplici  distincta, 
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A    DETAILED    ACCOUNT   OF    THE    DIRECT 
ANCESTRY   OR    MARY    TEMPLE. 

The  first  ancestor  of  whom  we  know  anything  but  the 
barest  facts  is  Peter  Temple,  second  son  of  Thomas  Temple 
of  Witney  and  Alice  Heritage  his  wife.  In  1553  he  obtained 
a  grant  of  the  Manor  of  Merston  Boteler,  co.  Warwick,  from 
the  Crown.  In  1554  he  leased  the  Manor  of  Stowe,  Bucks., 
from  the  Bishop  of  Oxford,  and  erected  a  mansion  on  it.  John 
Temple,  his  son,  bought  Stowe  about  1590.     (See  page  13). 

In  1560  Peter  purchased  two-thirds  of  the  Manor  of 
Burton  Dassett,  co.  Warwick. 

The  village  of  Burton  Dassett,  with  the  exception  of  the 
church  of  All  Saints,  which  still  stands,  was  destroyed  by  fire 
under  Henry  VII.  In  the  north  transept  there  stands  a  high 
tomb  to  Peter  Temple  of  Stowe,  who  died  May  28th,  1557, 
and  his  wife.  It  was  formerly  inlaid  with  brass  figures  and 
shields,  and  had  an  inscription  round  the  verge,  all  of  which 
have  disappeared.  Most  of  the  monuments  of  the  Temple 
family  have  been  taken  from  Burton  to  Stowe. 

In  1567  Peter  received  a  grant  of  the  following  arms  : — 
"  Argent,  a  chevron  sable  charged  with  five  martlets  of  the 
field,  between  three  crescents  gules." 

Peter  Temple  married  Millicent,  daughter  of  Wm.  Jeykell 
of  Newington,  Middlesex.  She  died  at  Stowe  Dec.  6th,  1582, 
and  was  buried  by  her  husband. 

An  abstract  of  the  will  of  Peter  Temple  of  "  Byrted 
Dassett  and  Stowe,"  proved  June  11th,  1578  (26  Langley), 
after  providing  for  his  wife  Millicent,  contains  the  following  ; 
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"  To  John  Temple  my  Sonne  all  my  lands  and  heredita- 
ments in  the  Countie  of  Warwicke  or  ellswhere  for  the  Terme 
of  his  lief  and  after  his  death  the  remainder  thereof  to  Thomas 
(Sonne  and  heire  apparent  of  the  said  John)  for  the  term  of 
lief  of  the  said  Thomas,  and  after  his  death  the  remainder 
thereof  to  the  heires  males  of  the  said  John  lawfully  begotten, 
and  for  default  to  Anthony  Temple  my  Sonne  and  the  heires 
males  of  his  bodie  lawfullie  begotten,  and  for  defaulte  to  my 
right  heires  for  ever.  Item  in  recompense  and  performance 
of  all  such  promises  and  Grants  made  by  me  to  Anthony  my 
said  Sonne  and  Jane  his  wief  upon  their  marriage,  I  bequeathe 
to  the  said  Anthony  and  Jane  and  the  heires  of  the  said  Anthony 
a  yearely  rent  of  £20  from  my  Lands  in  Dorsett  aforesaid  and 
to  Anthony  £300  more,  John  Temple  my  Sonne  and  Thomas 

Temple  his  Sonne  to  be  my  full  and  whole  Executors 

I  desire  that  £100  percell  of  the  £300  be  paid  to  my  son 
Anthonye  within  one  yeare,  the  residue  to  his  children  at  the 
discrecon  of  my  Executors." 

Millisent  Jeykell,  widow  of  Peter  Temple,  died  1582.  Her 
will  was  dated  Jan.  15th,  1581-2  (5  Rowe).  She  leaves  "to  Peter 
Temple  (sonne  of  Anthony  my  Sonne  dec.)  one  littel  pot  which 
was  his  father's,  and  £5  in  money,  and  everye  of  his  3  sisters 
£4  apiece."     The  will  was  proved  Feb.  5th,  1582-3  (5  Rowe). 

The  children  of  Peter  and  Millicent  Temple  were  : 

John  Temple,  who  succeeded  his  father  at  Stowe,  and 
who  had  six  sons  and  six  daughters.  His  eldest 
son  Thomas  was  the  husband  of  Fuller's  Lady 
Hester  Temple. 

Anthony  Temple,  founder  of  the  Line  of  Coughton, 
and 

Four  daughters. 
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Of  Anthony  Temple  little  is  known.  His  will  was  proved 
June  3rd,  1581  (21  Darcy).  He  married  Jane,  daughter  of 
(Roger)  Bargrave  and  had  by  her  two  sons  and  three  daughters. 
Peter,  the  eldest  son,  was  mentioned  in  his  grandmother's  will, 
together  with  his  sisters,  but  William  Temple,  the  youngest 
son,  did  not  receive  that  honour.     One  wonders  why  ? 

An  abstract  of  Anthony  Temple's  will  reads  : — 

"  29th.  Dec.  23  Eliz.  Anthony  Temple  of  the  Temple 
house  in  the  prishe  of  Cotton,  Gent,  sycke  of  bodye.  First 
my  will  is  that  John  Temple,  Gent,  my  Brother,  and  Thomas 
Temple  his  Sonne  shall  have,  perceave  and  take  the  profits  of 
my  2  Leases  of  Franckton  Farme  with  the  appurtenances, 
which  contynewe  42  yeares,  untill  Peter  Temple  my  Sonne 
accomplishe  his  age  of  18,  towardes  the  bringing  up  of  all  my 
Childrenne." 

Peter  Temple  drops  out  of  sight  after  1597,  but  of  the 
other  son,  William  Temple,  we  have  an  interesting  amount  of 
information. 

He  was  educated  at  Eton  and  King's  College,  Cambridge. 
He  became  a  Fellow  of  King's,  took  the  degree  of  M.A.  1578, 
and  was  appointed  Master  of  the  Free  School  at  Lincoln.  He 
became  very  proficient  in  the  philosophical  studies  of  the  day 
and  a  Champion  of  the  Ramist  System  of  Logic.  He  pub- 
lished several  tracts  "  in  elegant  Latin  "  attacking  the  followers 
of  Aristotle,  and  annotated  an  edition  of  Ramus's  '  Dialectics  " 
1584,  which  he  dedicated  to  Sir  Philip  Sidney,  who  thus  took 
him  into  his  patronage  and  friendship.  When  Sidney  was 
made  Governor  of  Flushing  in  1585  he  engaged  Mr.  Temple 
as  his  secretary,  and  it  was  in  his  arms  that  Sir  Philip  Sidney 
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died  at  Arnhem  in  1586,  after  being  mortally  wounded  at 
Zutphen.  Sir  Philip  left  him  an  annuity  of  £30  a  year.  Mr. 
Temple  is  then  said  to  have  been  secretary  successively  to 
William  Davison,  Esq.,  the  man  of  whom  Queen  Elizabeth 
made  use  in  her  machinations  against  Mary  Queen  of  Scots, 
then  to  Elizabeth  herself,  and  finally  to  the  Earl  of  Essex, 
while  he  was  Lord  Deputy  of  Ireland,  in  which  capacity  he 
continued  till  that  nobleman's  tragic  fall  in  1600. 

Temple  had  been  M.P.  for  Tamworth  in  1597,  but  his 
fortunes  were  prejudiced  by  his  patron's  fall,  and  he  was 
pursued  by  the  enmity  of  Cecil  in  consequence  of  Essex's  in- 
discretions. However,  in  1609,  at  the  earnest  solicitations  of 
Archbishop  Usher,  he  accepted  the  Provostship  of  Dublin 
University.  He  lived  at  Trinity  College  for  17  years  and 
carried  out  many  useful  reforms.  His  portrait  still  hangs  in 
the  Provost's  house.     He  was  the  4th  to  hold  the  position. 

In  1610  he  was  appointed  a  Master  of  Chancery,  and  in 
1613  was  elected  Member  of  Parliament  for  the  University. 
He  was  knighted  by  Lord  Deputy  St.  John  1622. 

Sir  William  Temple  died  Jan.  15th,  1627,  ae.  73,  and  was 
buried  under  the  Provost's  seat  in  the  Chapel  of  Trinity 
College,  Dublin. 

Note. — The  age  does  not  tally  with  the  information  in 
his  father's  will.  The  eldest  son  was  not  18  when  his  father 
died  in  1580.  William,  the  younger  son,  took  his  M.A.  in 
1578,  when  he  would  be  barely  16  according  to  this  reckoning. 
If  he  was  73  in  1627,  he  was  born  in  1554,  and  was  24  when 
he  took  his  degree,  and  32  when  Sidney  died.  Sidney  himself 
was  born  in  1554. 
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Sir  William  Temple's  will  was  signed  21st  Dec,  1626,  in 
the  presence  of  Sir  John  Veil,  his  son-in-law,  Katherine  Veil, 
and  Thomas  Temple  (Public  Record  Office,  Ireland).  After 
providing  for  his  wife,  he  makes  his  eldest  son  John  his  heir 
of  lands  in  Monaghan  and  Armagh.  One  phrase  reads  :  "  Item 
I  give  unto  my  Sonne  Thomas  Temple  £200  -  0  -  0  str.,"  and 
another   "  Item   I   give  and   bequeath   to  my  most  deare  and 

well-deserving  wife  Martha  Temple my  other 

leases "    (Balicroag   and    Finriland    in     Co.    of 

Caterlagh,  Glutmullrony  Co.  Fermanagh,  and  others  in 
Dublin).  William  Temple  married  Martha,  daughter  of  Robt. 
Harrison,  of  Co.  Derby  ;  some  give  the  name  as  J.  Harring- 
ton, but  evidence  favours  the  former.  By  her  he  had  two 
sons  and  three  daughters. 

The  eldest  son,  John  Temple,  was  father  to  Sir  William 
Temple  the  Ambassador,  and  has  been  previously  discussed. 
(Page  12). 

Thomas  Temple,  the  second  son,  must  not  be  confounded 
with  his  distant  cousin  Thomas,  who  was  born  the  same  year, 
1604,  and  was  also  a  clergyman,  and  who  founded  the  New 
England  Line.     (See  page  7). 

Thomas  Temple  has  been  described  as  "  an  adventurer  in 
Ireland,"  a  phrase  applied  to  those  who  lent  money  to  Crom- 
well and  took  grants  of  land  in  Ireland  in  payment.  He  said 
he  subscribed  £450  and  had  750  acres  of  land  in  Westmeath 
assigned  to  him.  He  was  born  April  13th,  1604.  As  the  son 
of  the  Provost  he  must  have  had  every  educational  advantage. 
An  entry  in  the  Particular  Book  of  Trinity  College  dated  Oct. 
17th,  1614,  states  he  was  one  of  nine  young  men  elected  as 
scholars,   and  another  dated   May,   1623,   "  that  these  whose 
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names  follow  after  receyving  of  a  private  grace  in  the  College, 
were  admitted  as  full  and  compleat  Masters  of  Arts  in  the 
regent  house  upon  the  third  promoting  of  their  graces  there, 
viz.  Tho.  Temple  "  and  8  others.  In  1626  Thos.  Temple  was 
admitted  a  Fellow,  and  on  June  18th,  1630,  took  the  degree  of 
D.D.  This  would  be  three  years  after  his  father's  death,  when 
he  was  about  26  vears  old.  ^, 
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The  beginning  of  the  following  March  he  was  licensed  to 
proceed  to  Oxford,  where  he  continued  not  long,"  but  never- 
theless took  a  B.D.  at  Lincoln  College.  The  year  his  father 
died  he  was  presented  to  the  Rectory  of  Old  Ross,  co.  Wexford, 
in  the  Diocese  of  Ferns  and  Ossory.  It  is  also  said  he  was 
Rector  of  Treddington,  Worcestershire,  but  his  name  does  not 
occur  in  Millar's  lists.  Another  account  says  he  held  that 
living  conjointly  wTith  that  of  Bramston,  Northants.,  from 
1657. 

All  accounts  agree  in  saying  that  he  was  inducted  Vicar 
of  Battersea,  Surrey,  Nov.  21st,  1634,  in  which  parish  he  con- 
tinued till  1639.  In  1641  he  became  a  prominent  preacher  in 
London,  and  later  he  was  one  of  the  ministers  instituted  by 
Cromwell  to  assist  the  Committee  for  displacing  ignorant  and 
insufficient  schoolmasters.  He  was  also  one  of  the  Assembly 
of  Divines  and  frequently  preached  before  the  Long  Parlia- 
ment. Several  of  his  sermons  are  in  print.  At  Trinity  College 
there  is  one  in  the  Library  entitled  '  Christ's  Government  in 
and  over  His  people,  a  sermon  before  the  House  of  Commons 
at  this  fast  Oct.  26th,  1642,"  by  Thomas  Temple,  D.D.,  and 
ministers  of  the  Church  of  Battersea,  Surrey,  London,  1642. 
It  is  50  pages  long. 
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Thomas  Temple  died  before  1671  (possibly  1661)  intestate. 
The  Dictionary  of  National  Biographys  states  that  he  married 
"  Anne  of  a  Reading  family  and  had  by  her  two  daughters." 
He  is  said  to  have  been  buried  in  the  Church  of  St.  Lawrence, 
Reading,  but  on  application  it  was  found  that  the  Reading 
'  Registers  contained  no  Temple  name.     A  correspondent  states 

that  he  found  a  notice  of  a  Thos.  Temple  living  some  years 
later  in  Ireland,  so  he  may  have  died  there. 

I  think  it  probable  he  may  have  been  twice  married,  once 
in  Ireland,  perhaps,  and  later  to  Anne.  Anne  died  in  1683, 
and  her  will  contains  no  reference  to  a  son.  Our  ancestor 
William's  name  would  surely  not  have  been  left  out  if  he  had 
been  her  child. 

Temple  Prime  states  that  the  Rev.  Thomas  Temple  is  said 
to  have  been  the  ancestor  of  the  Mount  Temple  Line,  but  that 
he  had  found  no  evidence  to  indicate  that  he  left  male  issue. 

Mary  Temple,  on  the  other  hand,  left  on  record  (Chapman 
MSS.,  Sec.  2,  p.  31)  that  her  father  William  Temple  and  Sir 
William  Temple  were  brother's  sons.  "  The  Herald  and 
Genealogist,"  edited  by  G.  Gough  Nichols,  says  that  Thomas 
Temple  was  supposed  to  be  the  progenitor  of  the  Temples  of 
Westmeath,  and  that  Robert  Temple,  who  about  1683  married 
a  Surrey  lady,  was  probably  his  grandson. 

Our  next  information  (Sec.  2,  p.  28-29)  is  that  William 
Temple  married  Nov.  21st,  1655  (1651  ?),  Elizabeth,  who  has 
been  described  as  "a  fine  and  learned  gentlewoman,"  and  that 
he  died  in  1702,  having  had  three  children — 

Bartholomew,  1657  (?). 

Mary,  3rd  Nov.,  1659. 

William,  1661. 
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If  William  was  only  20  when  he  married,  he  would  have 
been  born  in  1635.  His  father,  wdio  was  born  1604,  was 
probably  more  than  20  when  William  was  born,  so  William's 
date  of  birth  must  rest  between  1624  and  1635. 

The  Chapman  MSS.,  Section  2,  gives  a  full  account  of 
Mary  Temple  and  her  descendants. 

A  few  extracts  from  the  Court  Rolls  of  the  Manor  of 
Whitby  Laithes  contain  the  name  of  William  Temple,  as 
follows  : —

These  jurors  made  presentments  in  the  usual  way,  one  of 
which  is — 

Item  present1'  9d.  Johes  Ventris  assultu  fecit  in  &  sup 
Gulielmus  Acklam  Ideo  in  misericordia  ad  unu  solidu. 
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Another — 

Present1'  Gulielmus  Baxter  pro  9d.  uxor  eius  lavit  lanum 
tinctura  nigrefacta  in  quo  dam  rivulo  vocal  :  Rig  Beck  ad 
nocumentum  vicinorum.     Ideo  in  misericordia  ad  sex  denarios. 

To  be  a  juror  does  not  necessarily  imply  that  William 
Temple  was  a  freeholder,  but  he  would  be  among  the  better 
class  of  the  inhabitants. 

Page  28  of  Section  2  (the  Chapman  MSS.)  continues  the 
account  of  the  Temple  family. 

Any  clues  or  suggestions  will  be  thankfully  received 
which  may  lead  to  discovering  the  maiden  name  of  William 
Temple's  mother,  wife  of  the  Rev.  Thomas  Temple,  D.D., 
and  the  place  of  marriage  ;  also  the  place  of  William's  birth, 
and  the  maiden  name  of  his  wife  Elizabeth ,  whose  grand- 
mother was  presumably  the  missing  Maid  of  Honour.  Nothing 
so  far  has  been  heard  of  the  lost  Temple  Anecdotes.
